Sec. 1. RCW7.04A. 090 and 2005 ¢ 433 s 9 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) A person initiates an arbitration proceeding by giving notice
in arecord to the other parties to the agreement to arbitrate in the
agreed manner between the parties or, in the absence of agreenent, by
mail certified or registered, return recei pt requested and obt ai ned, or
by service as authorized for the initiation of a civil action. The
notice must describe the nature of the controversy and the renedy
sought..

(2) Unless a person interposes an objection as to lack or
insufficiency of notice under RCW 7.04A. 150(3) not later than the
comencenent of the arbitration hearing, the person's appearance at the
heari ng wai ves any objection to |l ack of or insufficiency of notice.

(3) A claim sought to_ be_ arbitrated is_subject to_the sane
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limtations of tine for the commencenent of actions as if the clai mhad

been asserted in a court.
